Our stock is first-class in every respect. We guarantee good plants 
and full count. We grow all our stock from seed which is much 
better than imported stock. We havea fine lot of evergreens that 
have been subjected to a long course of treatment by shearing and 
root pruning that makes them especially valuable for immediate 
effect. 

On receiving trees from a nursery, the boxes or packages should be 
immediately unpacked and the roots dipped in a puddle, made of 
rich. mellow soil, about the thickness of paint ready for use, and be 
careful not to let the roots get dry before planting. Place them in a 
cool, shady place until ready to plant. and if not immediately ready, 
heel them into the ground by placing the roots in a trench, covering 
well up with mellow soil. and well firming with the foot; if the 
ground is dry, give some water at planting. Set the trees a little 
deeper than they stood in the nursery. treading the earth firmly 
about the roots when planting. This is one of the essentials of 
success. .

SCOTCH PINE. 


This tree, often called Scotch Fir. is probably the most useful and 
numerous, as well as the most familiar, of all the European species. 
It is. in ifs native country. what the White Pine is with us. 
Throughout the central countries of Europe. this specie forms vast 
forests. In those countries the Scotch Pine attains a height of 100 
feet, and is frequently met with. five feet in diameter. It is one of 
the fastest growing trees of the genus; its rapidity of growth, great 
hardiness, and the facility with which if may be grown on almost all 
soils: has rendered this tree a great favorite with tree planters, It 
is of great value for timber, and makes first-class wind breaks. 

WHITE PINE. 

The White Pine forms a large tree. from 100 to 160 feet in height. 
When grown in extensive forests. it generally presents a tall, naked 
-stem,. devoid of branches for at least two-thirds of its length, thus 
affording valiable logs. When cultivated for ornament the real 
beauty of this tree becomes apparent. and it takes a high rank in 
landscape gardening. It is extremely hardy, but should never be 
planted in wet, undrained subsoil. Select good corn ground or any 
place that is naturally or artificially drained. In addition to its 
great value as a timber tree, it makes the best wind break known. 


NORWAY SPRUCE. 

A recent writer has said of this tree that it is ‘‘so well known and 
so useful. that the term. Zvergreen, has become almost synonymous 
with Norway Spruce.’ It usually attains the height of 120 to 150 
feet and from 3 to 5 feet in diameter. It is probably the largest 
conifer in Europe. In Josiah Hoopes’ Book of Evergreens, he says, 
‘¢In a comparison of this tree with our native species, we must con- 
fess to having not one that will compare with this invaluable tree, 
for every purpose. Its great hardiness enables it to withstand the 
utmost rigors of every part of our country, and the ease with which it 
adapts itself to almost every soil, stamps it superior in that respect. 
Its gracefulness of outline, its rapidity of growth, and dark verdure, 
also render it particularly pleasing and have placed it at the head of- 
the list of evergreens.”” It makes the best wind break known. it 
forms a beautiful hedge. bearing the shears with impunity, becoming 
very dense, and retaining that peculiar dark green color so univer- 
sally admired. The wocd is very valuable: white. and quite elastic. 
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BMS ABs iele: 


This tree grows from 40 to 80 feet high, and forms a compact, 
conical tree of regular outline and rapid growth. It has long been a 
popular ornamental tree. 


HEMLOCK SPRUCE. 


This is emphatically a northern tree. Throughout our northern 
border and in the British Possessions, it forms vast forests, stretch- 
ing for hundreds of miles, and is frequently unassociated with any 
other specie; but sometimes found in company with other trees. It 
forms a tall tree from 70 to 100 feet in height. The long, slender 
branches, drooping gracefully to the ground, present so beautiful a 
picture, that it is indeed difheult-to surpass it, and, in fact, this tree 
now ranks as one of the most beautiful of all the conifers. Asa 
screen, this tree is greatly admired. and as it bears the shears well. 
grows thriftily, is of a dark green color, and very dense, it will in- 
crease in the estimation of the planter and be planted more exten- 
sively. \ 

iA AAERICAN ARBOR VEEAE: 

This tree in ornamental plantations, bears a conspicuous part; for 
not only do they form desirable specimen trees. but are very useful 
in forming screens and hedges. They bear the knife or shears with 
perfect impunity. the plants thickening up to a degree of density 
rarely surpassed by any other evergreen. Its timber is very valuable. 
It grows about 50 feet in height and forms a handsome, conical tree, 
with the lower branches resting on the ground. It is one of the 
most hardy and desirable species for small places, owing to the ease 
with which it is cultivated and its exceeding rapid growth. Posts 
made from this tree last from 35 to 40 years. It yields a pungent, 
aromatic oil; and the whole plant when slightly disturbed, emits a 
peculiar, but very pleasant, spicy fragrance. Its value as a hedge 
plant is now fully appreciated. both in Europe and America.
